‘The so-call- 
tehour day always has been a 
fiction for the purpese of securing in- 
creased wages,” sey the Hational 
Founders’ assqciation in tts aul 
[Jeiser Ne. 75, and the limitation of 
jelght hours was only used begause it 
seemed tmpngsible at the time to ‘se- 
cure a shorter werking day, because 
the unions were powerless to enforce 
a shorter working day, and the pyb- 
lie would have resented it.’ 

The American Federation of Labor 
at its recent convention declared in 
favor of a forty-four hour ‘week, be- 
cause the unions believe that they 
have arrived at a condition of power 
which will enable them to enforce 
whatever they demand. The forty- 
ifour hour week, with a double time 
‘overtime, is a direct incentive to 
jsiacking. This was demonstrated 
during the war when the National 
War Labor board imposed restric- 
jtions that, unless a full day’s work 
was given for six days in the week, 


seep + er meee ce [no overtime penalty could be collected. 


That restriction does not apply at the 
present time, and a man who Is able 
to get double pay for ever-time will 
feel that it is unnecessary to work a 
full week. Thus production will be 
further decreased, pricts necessarily 
increased and the labor situation will 
hyecome almost intolerable. 

A seven hour day is suggested as 
a possibility in the near future, and 
the foliowing excerpt from the coun- 
cils report adopted at the American 
Federation of Labor convention should 
le borne in mind:

Nations bullt 
up huge armies and navies, glared at 
each other across frontiers, seized the 
lands of weak or undeveloped peoples, |. 
and exploited conquered territories for 
their own benefit. 

True, some countries, notably Eng- 
land, which heid subject colonies fn all 
parts ofthe earth, and the United 
States, which only recently had rather 
unwillingly accepted responsibilities 
in the Philippines, had reached 2 
stage of development where they ho 
tonger considered ‘St the proper thing 
mercilessly to exploit dependent peo- 
ples, yet this sentiment was far from 
general, Land grabbing was the ac- 
cepted practice. Peaceful -civilizatton 
was held back by the necessity of de 
voting so much of the resources of 
every land to preparation for a 
atrugglé that was deemed inevitable. 

Finally, in 1914, the storm broke. 
War, costing millions of lives and 
scones of billions of dollars, swept 
over the earth, involving nation after 
nation in the fighting and the whole 
world in the misery it entailed. Man, 
onty through thé bitterest suffering in 
all history, at last learned that If he 
were to hope in future to live in peace 
and enjoy prosperity he must recog- 
nize that his neighborhood. comprised 
the whole world.and act accordingly. 

Thus came about the proposal for 
the league of nations. The world is 
taking the logical step. It is fatrly on 
its way to a higher civilization. There 
may be slips backward—probably will 
be—but time for the great experiment 
is here.

The rye crop has sidestepped the 
grasshopper to a considerable extent 
by ripening about twelve days earli- 
er than last year. At that time rye 
was just beginning to be cut after 
August Ist and the’ grasshopper had 
attained his full size and was able to 
roost on the rye heads. 

The Communities ‘of Wellington 
and Beaver Creek placed.threshing on 
their list of projects to receive at- 
tention and appointed Edward Cross 
and John Love respectively as com- 
These -gentlemen with 
the County Agent made a trip near 
Moorestown, made partial arrange- 
ments toward getting a thresher into 
these communities at least a month 
earlier than last year. 


The Michigan Central Railroad 
company has arranged through Mr. C. 
H. Hill Agricultural Agent for that 
road to poison grasshoppers along 
the right of way. This move is made 
in co-operation with the County Agri- 
cultural Agent,and is for the purpose 
of retarding breeding for next year. 
Every female hopper killed now stops 
a hundred next year. 


The fellows who tried to make il- 
legitimate profits out of the farmers 
wool during the war, thinking Uncle 
Sam was too busy to notice them are 
liable to have to turn it all over to 
the farmer. This is liable to be the 
ease with thousands who thought they 
got rich.in these ways during the war. 
Uncle Sam’s mills grind slow but like 
the mills of the Gods they grind very 
fine also. Thus one thing after an- 
other will be ground out and many 
would be millionaires from _ iltegiti- 
mate war profits will wake up during 
the years to come to find it wrung 
from them, and all they will have left 
will be a bitter disillusionment as to 
Uncle’s ability to make his word good.

The County Agent leaves for Lans- 
ing this week to attend the Soils 
meeting at the College. This will 
probably be one of the greatest soils 
meetings ever held in Michigan. The 
question of drainage, liming and fer- 
tilization are claiming more and more 
of the good farmers attention all the 
time. Probably one thousand of 
Michigan’s master farmers will be in 
attendance at this meeting. This 
kind of farmer is thoroughly awake 
to the new order of things. He real- 
izes that with the world’s labor con- 
dition as it is that whining and grum- 
bling is not going to get him any 
place. That if he is going to stay in 
the game he must get busy and study 
methods of standardization, farm 
power, fertilization, better seed, ete. 
That he must make two blades grow 
in fact where one grew before and 
do it with less help. That his head 
was uot just placed on his shoulders 
as a knot to keep his’ spinal cord from 
unravelling, but that it was placed 
there and filled with brains for him 
to use and improve, and that it is 
more efficient than the horniest hand 
he could cultivate. Thus we see in 
the past four years while thousands 
upon thousands of men have been lit- 
erally forced off the farms into work 
for others, this kind of farmer has 
greatly enlarged the country’s pro- 
duction of foodstuffs and has made 
more money than he ever did. And 
the process has just begufi. During 
the next decade there will be forced 
off the farms millions of men who will 
give up farming in despair, because 
they will not have the time to study 
the new conditions, and will not adapt 
themselves to them. They will be un- 
;dercapitalized and it takes money to 
equip a farm these days up to the 
place where advantage can be taken of 
work in such manner as to make up 
for the lack of help. 

The farmer who will not or cannot 
recognize these new conditions, and 
who will persist in trying to farm the 
BAMe acreage with small capital, lack- 
ing help, unorganized, unstandardiz- 
ed, pursuing the the old wasteful slip- 
shod methods will eventually be 
crowded out of the profession just as 
was the shoemaker who sat on .his 
bench, the wagonmaker in his village 
shop, the bicycle manufacturer you 
found in every block, the oldfashion- 
ed gun smith, and a score of other 
occupations which readily come to 
mind. 

‘This does not mean that Agricul- 
ture is to go backwards. It means 
that it is on the eve of a great awak- 
ening, and more food will be produc- 
ed from less acres, at a greater pro- 
fit to the producer; with better organ- 
ization distribution will be more even 
to the consumer and with the element 
of speculation removed he will pro- 
cure what he wants when he wants it
